1936 in support 
of the government's contentions tlint 
the Hot Springs officers under in- 
dictment knew who Karpis mid his 
mobsters were.

of state highways through cities and 
towns but which have not been re- 
funded under provisions of the 1934 re- 
funding act. 


The bridge act was pushed through 


the special session after the adminis- 
tration had won on its point that al! 
state-owned bridges should be made 
frtx.'. Tolls were removed from slate- 
owned spans. The bridges in the im- 
provement districts, 
which 
already 


were free to the public, thus became 
the only portions of the suite's highway 
system still a burden upon local com- 
munities. 


Proponents 
argued 
that 
since a 


source- of revenue for paying the an- 
nual debt service of those districts had 
bzcen provided, the stale should take 
over their remaining outstanding debts.

the seven defendants received 
newspapers in which articles relating 
to Karpis and his gangsters appeared, 
were excused by the district attorney 
until 10 a. m. Monday, after testify- 
ing, indicating the trial would extend 
into next week.

Al completion of the conspiracy trial.! 


it i.s expected Ihe government will lake 
up separate charges against Akcrs and 
Grace Goldstein, operator of a Hot 
Springs hotel who has been described 
a.i Karpis's common law wife. 


Akers also i.s charged with conspir- 


acy to harbor Thomas Nathan Morris, 
member of the notorious Alfred "Son- 
ny" Lamb gang which was rounded 
up in Arkansas in September ,1937. 
Mrs. Goldstein is facing an indictment 
charging her with violation of the 
Mann act by bringing a girl from Blos- 
som. Texas, to/Hot Springs in 1935 for 
immoral purposes. A five-year prison 
sentence i.s possible upon conviction on 
a Man nact charge.

The large crowd that 
has packed the courtroom since begin- 
ning the trial U-gan lo thin during the 
latter .stages uf the. reading as Mrs.

Jerusalem Siege 


Ends; British Win 


Troops Drive Out Arabs, 


Restore Order to Old- 


City Section 


JERUSALEM, Palestine —ifl'i— Ap- 


proximately 1,000 British Coldstream 
Guards marched into the old city of 
Jerusalem at dawn Wednesday and de- 
livered the riislrict fro mthe hands of 
Arab rebels who Had held it for four 
days. The British troops entered the 
old city through the Damascus gate 
and were met by a slrong fusillade of 
rebel fixe. 


Within a few hours Ihe troops had 


subdued the Arabs without loss of a 
British life. Al least nine Arabs were 
killed, and 40 taken prisoner. Two 
British constables were wounded. 


The British established law and or- 


der in the old city, to which they had 
laid scigc without attempting, until 
Wednesday to enter. 
Silence hung 


over the quarter as the guards palroll- 
cd the streets. 


The Christian and Jewish imputa- 


tion showed 
intense relief as the 


stalwart troops marched through the 
narrow deserted streets to the Mosque 
of Omar area, which they cordoned 
off. Troops and police then began a 
methodical housc-lo-houso scan-h of 
the district between the mosque and 
the old city wulls. As each section was 
cleared the inhabitant's were allowed 
to circulate in the streets of the old 
citjy. but were not permitted to leave 
its precincts.

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If Fascism Comes, It Won't Be From Afar

Having examined the ways by which the Communists are trying to extend 


their influence in America, the Dies committee now- takes up the matter of 
Fascists: and here, too, it uncovers horrid "plots" which will doubtless wor- 
ry quite as many people as were worried by the revelations about the Com- 
munists—although they will probably be t. different set of people. 


True it is that the committee set-ins to have shown that Fascist agents are 


active in this country. Tilings have been done, under cover, which stem di- 
rectly from Berlin and Rome. Soberly listed, they Ivive an extremely unpleas- 
ant sound. 


Yet one hardly needs to be a professional optimist to suspect that all of 


1he activities of these foreign agents add up to very little as far as the future 
of one republic is concerned.. 


Fascism may be a dark cloud on our horizon; but if we ever do get 


Fascism in this country, we shan't get it because of the bought-and-paid-for 
ir.r-chinations of any foreign agents. It will be a home-grown product. More 
than that, it will place tremendous emphasis on its pure and unsullied 
Americanism. 


Huey Long once remarked that America probably would have Fascism 


rcme day; but. he added, 'when we get it we won't call it Fascism—we'll call 
it ar.ti-Fajrism." And Huey's wise-crack is much more worth remembering 
-*Man are the revelations of the Dies committee. 


If we ever do get a serious Fascist movement in this country, no taint of 


German or Italian gold will be visible in it. Instead it will be a 100-per-cent- 
American move to 'save the American way of life." It will mention the 
Cinstitution, stress patriotism, and voice a furious distnist of foreigners. It 
will almost certainly clamor for a bigger army and navy. It is quite likely 
that, as Huey predicted, it will actually present itself under the guise of an 
anti-Fascist movement. 


All of that will be window dressing. 
Down underneath will be the 


meat of the thing. For while it gives lip service to democracy and democracy's 
institutions, it will insist that there is at hand a crisis which demands stern 
and drastic action. It will ask for centralized power in the hands of one man. 
It will pretend at the same time to be very radical and left-wingish, but its 
promises to the common man will be extremely vague and general. 


Some such pattern as that is what we may expect a real Fascist movement 


in this country to follow. 


A few of its characteristics have already appeared, but they haven't made 


much headway, and there doesn't seem to be much reason to expect that 
tilings will be much different in .the future. 


But we might as well, remember what the stigmata are. It will at least 


keep us from worrying .about the disclosures of the Dies committee.

were more severe dust storms and 
longer ones in the Fan-Handle District 
than elsewhere. Thus the dust does 
not seem to bea predicting factor iii 
pneumonia. 


Doctor Blue is convinced, however, 


that the dust storms have an unfav- 
orable effect on health in general, 


that the dust storms are gutting longer 
cind more severe, and that eventually 
they will produce .serious conditions 
in the lung like silicosis. 


It was interesting also to find that 


the dust exaggerated 
conditions of 


sensitivity to the pollens of plants and 
other substances. 


Altogether, then, the worst effects'of 


the dust seemed to be the mental ef- 
fect, the increase in sensitivity 'or 
allergy, and the increase - in inflam- 
mation of the ungs. with a, possible 
later development of silicosis.

cent years have done immense damage 
to health. 


There are said to be two new dis 


eases called dust pneumonia and das 
on the intestines. It has been said tha 
the dust interferes with childbirtl 
that the children when born die young 
and that wild animals and birds hav 
disappeared from the so-called dus 
bowl area. 


Now Dr. J. A. Blue, who is directo 


of the Pan-Handle district of the 
Oklahoma State Health Department 
has reported the results of his investi- 
gations of health in the dust bowl 
area. These will probably serve to 
disprove much of the wild rumor that 
has been circulated about health con- 
ditions. 


Fifty-six people who lived in the 


dust bowl area were carefully exara- 


from £i mild to severe condition. 


Fourteen per cent of the people stat- 


ed that they hud no .symptoms what- 
ever during the dusty season; 25 pe 
cent felt that the dust exaggerated 
their u.sual illnesses; nine- 
had diseases of which certain symp- 
toms scorned to be due to the dust; 62 
per cent said that they had a tightness 
cf the chest during the severe dusi 
itorms, and 80 per cent had coughing 
for a day or two during the storms 
and spit up dusty material for sev- 
eral days after. 


Very few seemed to suffer 
from 


chills or fever, but practically all had 
irritation of the throat, irritation of 
the nose, and nose bleod.s. The physi- 
cal examinations also showed that the 
eyes had been irritated by the dust. 


In very few nstancea was there any 
ign that the lungs had become in-

To Save Philippines 


Tf1O_RTY-TWO years after bril 


liant young Jose Rizal was 


out to die as a rebel against the 
Spanish authorities in Hie Philip- 
pines, the islands are trying their 
wings of freedom under the pro- 
visions of a bill passed by the 
United States Congress in 193-1. 


American recognition of Philip- 


pine independence is provided in 
this bill after a 10-year transi- 
tional 
commonwealth 
govern- 


ment. Thus Rizal's long struggle 
for his people's eventual liberty 
is pointing toward an end, and 
Filipinos see at last that it was 
not in vain. 


Leader of the Young Filipino 


Party, Rizal was shocked at the 
cruelty of the Spanish govern- 
ment in the islands, began an in- 
tensive campaign against it after 
he returned from education in 
Madrid and Germany. 
He first 


turned the light on affairs in a 
novel published in 1886, "Nole m«> 
Tangere." Thereafter he became 
a fugitive. 


Later, however, at the risk of 


his own life, he returned to the 
islands, was banished again to 
Mindanao. This time he founded 
a secret organization to carry on. 
An uprising was plotted, but the 
government learned of it prema- 
turely, arrested and deported hun- 
dreds of natives.

Change Is Sought 


AAA(May Change Regu- 


lations at November 


Board Meeting 


ROCK—Swooping changes 


in the .eligibility regulations of the 
Arkansas Athletic Association will be 
sought at the meeting of the Board of 
Governors of the organization at West 
Side Junior Hiith School November 4, 
President L. M. Goza of Arkadelphia. 
announced Wednesday night. 


Mr. Goza said that many of the 


state's educators believe that changes 
are necessary to reduce the number of 
injuries and to return athletics to a 
"play for fun" basis. He predicted 
that among the proposals to be offered 
will be reducing the age limit, barring 
from athletics boys who have moved 
from one community to another and 
setting up restrictions to make contests 
less strenuous. 


Sweeping Changes Proposed 


One proposal would end an athlete's 


eligibility with his 20th birthday in- 
stead of his 2lst, as at present. Age 
limit for junior high school competi- 
tion was reduced from 18 to 17. last 
year. 


Semester rules, like those of the 


Southwest .conference are being advo- 
cated for A. A. A. member schools. 
The changes would make a player in- 
eligible for inter-school athletics after 
he has attended a four-year high 
school for eight semesters, or a senior 
high school for six semesters. Attend- 
ance of 15 days would be regarded as 
a semester. 


Another change would make athletes 


of other states who are ineligible un- 
der the regulations of their state asso- 
ciation ineligible in Arkansas, if they 
remove here. 
Athletic officials said 


several athletes from Louisiana and 
Texas who were ineligible in those 
states had entered Arkansas schools 
and had made outstanding athletic 
records. 


In Texas the age limit is 18 and there 


has been talk that some Arkansas 
coaches hr.ve built up their football 
teams by recruiting Texas boys who 
had proved their ability on the grid- 
iron but who had passed their 18th 
birthdays. 


Would Revise Basketball 


Proposals to lessen 
the physical 


strain on athletes were directed at 
both junior and senior high school 
basketball. 


The changes would make only first- 


place winners of each district eligible 
for the state tournament, instead of 
the first and second-place winners. All 
district and state tournaments would 
be run off on a single elimination 
basis. ' 


••Schools of the state would be di- 
vided into A and B divisions as in 
track, and separate tournaments would 
bo held in each district. Winners would 
enter separate state tournaments, with 
the winners meeting for the state 
championship. 


These 'tournaments would not be 


held at the same place, but would be 
held on the same dzys. B schools 
would be allowed to play in the higher 
tournament 
if they desired but A 


schools could not participate in a 
Class B tournament. 
' Teams would not bo allowed lo play 
jrtore than two games each week be- 
fore January 1, nor more than five 
games a week after that date. Teams 
would not be allowed to play more 
than one game a day, except in the 
state and district tournaments. 


Schools would not be allowed to play 


inter-school 
football 
games 
earlier 


than the Friday following the formal 
opening of school and no member 
school would be permitted to play in- 
ter-school football games on Sunday.

ensuing penalty is five yards. 


Because they are more on edge than 


the opposition, defending linemen are 
more-likely to be guilty than the of-' 
fen.-ive forwards. .
